Election/Restrictions 



1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In order for more than one species to be examined, the appropriate additional 
examination fees must be paid. The species are as follows: 

Fig. 2 (embodiment 1 ) and Fig. 3 (embodiment 2). 

2. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Fig. 2 - claims 1,3,4, 5, 6, 7, and 8. 
Fig. 3 - claim 2. 

The following claim(s) are generic: none. 

3. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Fig. 2 (embodiment 1) and Fig. 3 (embodiment 2) are directed to an audio signal 
controller for inputting and outputting a two-channel audio signal, but each fig. has a 
different special technical feature not shared by the remaining figs. Fig. 2 is directed to 
an audio signal controller, which has the special feature of a band-pass off state having 
a flat frequency characteristic between a bass range and a treble range and a band- 
pass off state having a flat frequency characteristic between a bass range and a treble 
range not shared by any of the remaining figs. Fig. 3 is directed to an audio signal 
controller for inputting and outputting a two-channel audio signal, wherein a bass-pass 
on state in which the band-pass circuit provide outputs at a low gain and a band-pass 
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off state that provide speakers with an output characteristic that the output midrange 
has a 5-dB higher gain. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.

The species are as follows: 

Fig. 2 (embodiment 1 ) and Fig. 3 (embodiment 2)
